LONDON, Oct. 30.—"If the 
moment comes when the in- 
terests of Germany demand it, 
I shall abdicate without hesi- 
etion, but the moment does 
not seem to have come.”

The dispatch adds that it is 
generally believed in Berlin 
that if the Emperor abdicates 
it will be .in favor of Prince 
William, the eldest son of the 
German Crown Prince.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—The general opinion among officials aed 
diplomats here is that the German proposal for an armistice and peace, 
while having originated as a plan to cain time for strengthening the army 
and restoring its shattered morale, now has gotten beyond the control of 
the military party and that the German people are the force which is 
driving the German government to make a move for ending the war. 

Another note from th& German government, explanatory of the 
changes that have been made or are projected in the German constitution 
and form of government, was received today through the Swiss Legation, 
but the State Department did/not make it public.

DECLINES IN ARMY CAMPS. 
{RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30. — While 
new cases of influenza and pneu- 
monia at army camps in the United 
States showed a decline today, — 
outbreak of influenza at Camp Las 
Casas, Porto Rico, sent the tetal of | 
new cases above that of yesterday. 
Reports received by the Surgeon- 
aneoed tonight for the twenty-four 
hours ending at noon today showed 
a total of 3015 new cases, 562 being 
reported from Camp Las Casas. 
New cases of pneumonia, however, 
were only 398, against 619 yesterday, 
and deaths were 151, against 198 
yesterday.

CAMP LEWIS (Tacoma) Oct. 30. 
—-~Thirt®-four new cases of influ- 
enza reported in the twenty-four 
hour riod ending at 1 p.m. today 
was the smallest number reported 
in a similar period among soldiers 
here since October 6. There were 
only eighteen new cases of pneu- 
monia. 
ninety patients were received at the 
base hospital from all causes. 


More than 300 were discharged. 


“The crest of the influenza epi- 
demic is behind us and I believe the 
same thing also can be said of | 
pneumonia and of the death rate , 
which resulted from the epidemic,” 
said Lieut.-Col. H. Gibner, sur- 
geon of the Thirteenth Division, 
when he received the hospital re- 
ports today. 

Pneumonia is believed to have 
reached its height with 846 cases! 
reported for the week ending Oc-! 
tober 18. Deaths totalled fifty-six! 
that week. This week’s report will 
show a figure far below. these.

| A PASSES. 


The Austro-Hungarian empire has 
passed ag a distinct entity from the theater 
of action to. the pages of history. The gov- 


ernment of the Hapsburgs exists only on 
paper; the national treasury is bankrupt, its — 


securities are worthless and the country it- 
self is divided into at least five groups of 
different peoples, each declaring its auton- 
omy and setting up an independent gov- 
ernment. When one reads the pitiful appeal 
of Count Andrassy to Secretary of State 
Lansing to please “intervene with the Pres- 
ident of the United States in the interest of 
humanity” to the end that the remnants of 
the once’ proud empire of the Hapsburgs 
may be permitted to enjoy a peace at any 
price, one recalls the words of Capt. Phillip 
et Santiago, “Don’t cheer, men. They're 
dying.” 

But four years ago the death of a scion of 
the Hapsburgs served for a pretext to set 
the world fighting. Then, “the honor of the 
Hapsburgs must be vindicated, though the 
Danube run red to the sea.” Now the last 
ef the Hapsburgs is willing to sacrifice 


honor, country and confederates as well if 


the torrent of blood be but turned from his 
path. It was old Franz Joseph who should 
have said, “After me, the deluge.'y 

Emperor Charles has informed the Hun- 
garian Deputies that they are free to retire 
from the Austrian Parliament—which now 
exists only on paper—and form any kind of 
a separate government they like. Broken 
forever ig the last bond of the once power 
ful Triple Alliance that jolted Great Britain 
from its insular position of “splendid isola- 
tion” and led to the formation of the Entente 
which now gives promise of expanding into 
a league of nations to guarantee the peace 
of the world. “Austria,” said Gladstone 
shortly after the Triple Alliance was formed, 
“has been the unflinching foe of freedom of 
every cougtry in Europe. There is'not a 
spot on the whole map where you can lay 
your hand and say, ‘There Austria did 
good.’” 

It will perhaps be necessary for the Allied 
conference to notify Emperor Charles that 
one does not retire from a game such as he 


. bas been playing during the last four years 


without settling the score. “When one 
plays the royal game of kings,” observed 
Premier Clemenceau recently, “he should 
remember that it is the loser who pays.” 
Austria has a present outstanding indebted- 
ness of something like $20,000,000,000, with- 
out considering war indemnities. Her treas- 
ury is bankrupt. Suddenly dividing the em- 
pire into half a dozen little nationalities, 
none of which desires to assume the obliga- 
tions ef the defunct empire, begins to resem- 
ble very much the process by which each 
director of a bankrupt tnstitution places his 


property in his wife’s name. 


Plainly one of the first duties of the Allied 
conference will be to appoint a recefver for 
the Austro-Hungarian empire. Count An- 
drassy must be reminded that “humanity” 
exists outside what was once the domain of 
the Hapsburgs and that the interests of 
humanity as a whole might be conserved by 
holding the titled families who formed the 
Emperor’s court and government (directly 
responsible for the debts incurred. There 
was a confiscation of the property of all per- 
sons of Allied nationality that must be ac- 
counted for and Austro-Hungarian securities 
amounting to several hundred millions dol- 
lars are held in Allied and neutral countries. 
“The interest of humanity” demands that 
justice must be done to all these, and that 
the government and the peoples of Austria- 
Hungary shall redeein its pledges. 

Nor must the Hungarian Parliament think 
that it is going to escape scot-free by re 
nouncing its allegiance to the Hapsburgs. 


At the time when the star of the\ Central 
Powers Was at its apogee, the a

porters of the bloody policy of the Hape- 


-burgs and Hohenzollerns. Then the prowess 


of the Austrian legions was theme for song 
and story. Never a protest came from Hun- 
gary when Belgium was violated and North- 
ern France pillaged.* For them, victory 
carried its own disinfectant and its own 
justification; the rights of little people were 
nonexistent. 

President Wilson has asserted that the 
rights of all the peoples in Austria will be 
considered, when a peace settlement finally 
comes, and that each will be permitted to 
select its own form of government. But 


' this privilege does not release the constit- 


uent parts of the Austrian empire from the 
reparations of the crimes which they have 
committed against free government and free 
peoples. There are responsibilities which 
an oath of allegiance cannot cancel. Austria- 
Hungary has ceased to be a going concern, 
but it has a mass of obligations to be liqut 
dated second only to those of the house of 
Hohenzollern. 

When the questions of reparation and ex- 


piation have been satisfactorily settled, 


then it will be time enough to consider the 
The Allied 
governments have already recognized the 
new Czecho-Slovak republic which is to be 
formed by uniting Bohemia, Moravia and 
adjacent territory where Czeho-Slovak pop- 
ulations predominate. Transylvania may £o 
back to Rumania. A new state may be 
formed of the Jugoslav peoples, carved from 
a part of Austria and embracing Serbia 
Montenegro, with an outlet to the Adriatia. 
Italy will probably take back the lost prov- 


inces of Trentino and Istria. [It fs possible 


that some of these lesser states may be 


formed a confederation similar to that 


by which the different states of this country 
are united. But all that lies within the 
realms of speculation. Reparation, expia- 
tion and indemnities are present facts which 
the Austro-Hungarian government and its 


constituent peoples must face before each 
people is permitted to become the architect 


of its own fortunes,

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AFT’S STINGING RERUKE. 
Former President William Howard | 
Taft has taken emphatic exception to Pres!- 
Wilson's eleventh hour appeal for 
ocratic votes. In language that is 
forceful, he reminds the President that his 
position, “in grim times like these,” should 
be outside and above all partisan political 
considerations and that “when the Pres!- 
dent puts by the scruple of taste in his ap- 
peal to the American people for the return 
of a Democratic Congress, he invites a re- 
spectful consideration and discussion by 
every loyal American citizen of what he 


Added weight attaches to Mr. Taft's critt- 
cism for the reason that it is the first time 
he has permitted himself to make an ad- 
verse comment on the President's actions 
since the beginning of the war. Mr. Taft 
holds, however, that the President is mak- 


bave supported so loyally his war policies, 
supported them when the leaders of his 
own party were out of harmony with his 
actions, to appeal to the country to reject 
all these and replace them with untried and 
unproved members of his own party. 

Many of Mr. Taft's observations are 
worthy careful consideration. “But for the 
Republican Congressional support that he 
has had in this war,” says Mr. Taft, “he 
could not have conducted it to its present 
status. He charges the Republican leaders 
with seeking to take the choice of policy 
and conduct of thig war out of his hands 
by putting [t under instrumentalities of thetr 
own choosing. THE DIFFICULTY WITH 
THIS STATEMENT IS THAT IT IS NOT 
TRUE. The patriotism and usefulness of 
the Republicans ag a minority in winning 
this war stand out so clearly as compared 
with that of the Democratic majority, that 
the Republicang may well go to the people 
on the issue which the President raises.” 

For the first time fn his public career Mr.

In that address 
Col. Roosevelt sald that “A refusal to sus- 
tain the President this year will, in their 
eyes, be read as a refusal to sustain the 
war and to sustain the efforts of our peace 
commission. to secure the fruits of war.” 

The Times holds that the precedent does 
not apply. Col. Roosevelt was at that time 
a candidate making a political speech while 
running for a State office. He had no con- 
nection with the Federal administration 
and his appeal was addressed to the elec 
tors of his own State. William McKinley 
was President of the United States.

If the President fears the 
effect of the return to power of the Repub- 
lican party because of the bad influence it 
would have on our Allies, how does he re- 
gard the publication of that statement in 
Germany at the very time when we are 
seeking to encourage the German people 
to rid themselves of thelr own autocratic 
government? The reply of our enemies to 
President Wilson's appeals for democracy 
has always been that he exercised more 
autocratic power than any Buropean poten- 
tate. The Times regrets that the issue 
which the President himself has raised 
‘lends color to that statement.

‘THE SINGLE TAX FALLACY.

I propose, therefore, to make a 


few extracts from Henry George's | 


standard work on the aubject—the 
Rreat text-book of single taxers— 
“Progress and Poverty.” 


He begins and ends his argument | 


with the proposition that God made 
the land, the sea, and the air; for 
his children collectively, and has 
néver granted the exclusive right to 
any part thereof to king or subject.

The principle is just the same as 
that so often elucidated by a mer- 
chant, who feels a pressin now 
for some ready funds. He in 
rates a “sale,” and offers an nr 
tractive line of specials below cost. 
The goods move rapidly; Smith gets 
his.cash, the buyer gets a bargain, 
and the intrinsic value of the goods 
remain just what it was before the 
sale. Thus, the price of Liberty 
Bonds quoted on the boards of the 
stock exchanges throughout the 
country represent the sales made by 
thousands of these Bill Smiths, and

Another point that is puzzling to 
the amateur financiers is the ques- 
tion of maturity. The Liberty Bonds 
have “optional maturities,” that is, 
the government can pay them off if 
it so elects at any time after a given 
date, but is net bound to do so until 
the final day denominated in the 
bond. For instance, th® second Lib- 
erty 4s and the second converted 
41-4’s may be peid any time from 
1927 to 1942. 

Suppose, for instance, that in 
1927 the government found itself in 
a position to borrow funds at 3 
Per cent. or any lesser rate than 
that for which the issue was mar- 
keted. There would then be a re- 
funding issue authorized; the 
or 4i-4’s would be retired in favor 
of the new issue and the difference 
in the interest saved. On the other 
hand, the purchaser of the 4 1-4's 
is made sure of his investment un- 
til 1927, amd buys with full under- 
standing of the optional maturity. 
If, of course, the country is still on 
a 41-4 per cent. basis in 1927, then 
there woul no object in recali- 
ing the bon and they would be 
permitted to remain in circulation 
until the date of final maturity (in 
this case 1942,) although the gov- 
ernment wou have the right te 
exercise its o 
tervening after 1927. 

While this may seem like
